THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


Full Text of Executive Recommenda- 


tions—Canadian Reciprocity 
"~~ 


Again Advocated. 


"With a House strongly Democratic 
and a Senate liglitly Republican, the 
Sixty-second Congress of the United 
States met in extraordinary session 
on Tuesday. 


Hon. Champ Clark, the minority 
leader of the last House, was chosen 
Speaker.

The President's message was read 
on Wednesday and is as follows: 


President's Message 


I transmitted to the Sixty-first Con- 
gress, January 26, last, the text of 
the reciprocal trade agreement which 
.had been negotiated under my direc- 
tion .by the Secretary of State with the 
representatives of the Dominion of 
Canada. 
This agreement was* the 
consummation of earnest efforts, ex- 
tending over a period of nearly a 
-year, on th& part of both govern- 
ments to effect a trade arrangement 
which, supplementing as it did the 
amicable"^ settlement of various-ques- 
tions "of a diplomatic and political 
character that had been reached, 
would mutually promote commerce 
and would strengthen fne friendly re- 
lations now existing. 
The agreement in its intent and in 
its terms w.as purely" economic and 
.commercial. While the general sub- 
ject was under -discussion *by the 
Commissioners I-felt assured th'at the 
sentiment of the people of the United 
SJates wa,s such that they would wel- 
' come a measure which :would result 
in~the increase of trade on bbth sides 
of the boundary line, would open up 
the reserve productive" resources ot 
Canada to the great mass of our own 
consumers on advantageous 
condi- 
tions, and at- the same time offer a 
broader outlet- for- the excess pro- 
ducts of our farms and many of our. 
industries. Details regarding a ne- 
gotiation of this kincl necessarily 
could not be made public, while the 
conferences were pending. 
When, 
however, the full, text, .of. the agree- 
ment," Tvith the accompanying corre- 
spondence and data explaining both 
its purpose and its scope be9ame 
"known to the people through' the 
message transmitted to Congress, it 
was immediately apparent that the 
•ripened fruits of the careful labors of 
the~ Commissioners met with wide- 
spread approval. This approval has 
heen strengthened by further consid- 
eration of the terms of the agreement 
in all their particulars. 
The volume 


of 
support which has 
developed 
shows that its broadly national scope 
is fully appreciated and is responsive 
to the popular will. 


The House of Representatives of 
the Sixty-first Congress, after the full 
text of the arrangement with all the" 
details in regard to the different pro- 
visions had been before it, as they 
were before the American people, 
passed a bill confirming the agree- 
ment as negotiated and as transmit- 
ted to Congress. This measure failed 
of action in the Senate. 
In my- transmitting message of 
January 2 I fully set forth the char- 
acter of the agreement and empha- 


• sized its appropriateness and neces- 
sity as a response to the mutual 
needs of the people of the two coun- 
tries, as well as its common advan- 


, tages. I now lay that message, and 
the reciprocal trade agreement as in- 
tegrally part of the present message, 
before 
the 
Sixty-second Congress, 
and again invite earnest attention to 
the considerations therein expressed. 
I am c&nstrained, in deference to 
popular sentiment arid with a realiz- 
ing sense of my duty to the great 
masses of our people whose welfare 
is involved, to urge upon your con- 
sideration early action on this agree- 
ment. In concluding the negotiations 
the representatives of the two coun- 
tries hound themselves to use their 
utmost efforts to bring about the 
tariff changes provided for in the 
agreement by concurrent legislation 
at Washin_rj<Lh and Ottawa. 
I have 


felt it my duty, therefore, not to ac- 
quiesce in relegation of action until 
the opening of the Congress in De- 
cember, but to use my constitutional 
prerogative and convoke the Sixty- 
second Congress in extra session in 
order that there shall be no break- 
of continuity, in considering and act- 
ing upon this most important sub- 
ject.

The secretary of a prominent ceme- 


tery association wrote to State Zo- 
ologist Surface, at Harrisburg, say- 
ing: 
"We have 1,0.00 peach trees 


which we set out last April. 
They 


did not make much growth last year. 
Do you consider it necessary to spray 
these trees this spring and do you 
recommend 
Bordeaux 
Mixture 
or 


Lime-Sulphur 
spray? 
Will

than one spraying be necessary? 


The reply of Professor Surface was 


as follows: 


"It is not at all necessary to spray 


young trees during the summer or 
wrile in leaf. It would benefit peach 
and plum trees to spray them with 
boiled Lime-Sulphur Solution, either 
home-made 
or 
commercial, 
while 


they are yet dormant, or before the 
leaves expand. 
Only one spraying 


will be necessary. This can be done 
at any time between now and the 
time when you,see-the green leaves 
appearing. 
Even if they do not have, 


San Jose Scale I would recommend 
spraying peach and plum trees about 
this time of year ever year, but apple, 
>ear and quince trees need not be 
prayed unless infested. , 


"If these trees have not made good 


;rowth, it would be best to cut them 
back to some extent to invigorate 
them, and see that a nitrogen fertil- 
zer, such as barnyard manure, or ni- 
rate of soda, is applied to each. 
One or two pounds of nitrate of soda 
;cattered about each tree as far as 
he branches extend, about the time 
he buds burst, or shortly after, will 
make a wonderful difference in the 
growth of the trees. 
Also the trees 


hould be cultivated. 
If you do not 


wish to cultivate the entire orchard, 
r spaces between the tree rows, the 
ows themselves should be kept cul- 
ivated untif after midsummer, even 
f you use only a one-horse cultiva- 
or, and cultivate just as you would 
ows of corn."

To Prevent Radishes From Becoming 


Wbrmy. 


One of the most serious and in- 


creasing pests in the State of Penn- 
sylvania is the Root Magot attacking 
radishes, turnips, cabbage and cauli- 
flower. 
The larva or so-called worm 


is the young of a fly closely resem- 
bling the house fly. Many inquiries 
concerning it are received by Prof. 
H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, Har- 
risbura;. 


In reply to a recent letter from a 


pi eminent Berks County officer, saj- 
ing, "Please let me know by return 
mail whether there is anything that 
will prevent early sown radishes 
irom getting-wormy?" 


Professor Surface wrote as fol- 


lows: 
"The best plan is to sprinkle 
turpentine and kerosene on sand, 
enough to give it a strong odor, and 
stir it up well in a bucket. 
Thon 


sprinkle a little of this close to the 
roots of the radish plants, and on 
each side of them, shortly after the 
leaves commence to develop. It will 
be enough to drive away the flies 
which lay the eggs from which the 
maggots or worms hatch. 
"If there is much rain after the 


application, it should be repeated 
again. 
The same treatment will 


keep the worms away from turnips, 
which for this purpose would be bet- 
ter planted in rows instead of sown 
broadcast. 
This will also facilitate 


cultivating them, which will give 
good returns in size and jield."

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, II Kings vi, 8-17. 


Memory Verses, 15-17—Golden Text, 
Ps. xei, 11—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
The beginning of this lesson chap- 


ter, the story of the iron that did 
swim (verse 6), carries me back full 
forty years to the days of my school- 
teaching in Halifax, N. S., when after 
telling1 this story at the opening serv- 
ices I ha\e seen l>o:fi stay in at re- 
cess to read it again for themselves. 
We cannot help thinking of Him who 
is able to restore lost people, or, rath- 
•er, save them, however far down they 
may be. The piece of tree which 
made the iron swim reminds us of the 
tree which made bitter waters to be- 
come sweet (Ex. sv, 25) and of Him 
who is the tree of life to all who come 
to Him, making us to be trees of 
righteousness, the planting of the Lord 
that He may be glorified (Isa. Ixi, 3). 


The lesson of today opens to us the 


realities of the unseen and Ehsha's 
"beautiful faith in God and communion 
with Him. I am fascinated with the 
title "man of God," so often used of 
Ellsba and of others, suggesting, as 
if does, one whom God owns for Him- 
self and whose one desire Is to live 
rfor Him, to please Him and to be His 
faithful messenger. In chapter iv, 9, 
It is "an holy man of God," and this 
Is more full of significance, for not all 
men of God are as willing to be holy 
AS they should be. The world, the 
flesh and the devil are too much for 
-any of us, but victory Is possible (II 
-Cor. ii, 14; I John v, 4; Rev. xll, 11). 


The king of Syria did not take into 


•account the God of Israel when he 
warred against Israel. Not many do 
•even in the twentieth century. 32ven 
& great many preachers do not seem 
to know much about Him and still 
less about a people called Israel, al- 
though God never wrought for any 
other nation as He has done and will 
-yet do for Israel (II Sam. 7, 23; Ps. 
cxlvil, 20). 


The king of Syria was more than 


once surprised to find the king of 
Israel elude him and thought that 
there must be some traitor In the 
camp who gave away his plans. 
When one of his servants reminded 
him that there was a prophet in Israel 
who could tell what he said even in 
his bedchamber (verse 12) he foolish- 
ly thought that he could take him 


' captive, not considering that if the 


prophet could save the king of Israel 
he could also save himself 
Learning 


that the prophet was in Dothan, he 
sent thither horses and chariots, a 
great host, and compassed the city 
about 
And now they had him sure. 


So they had some reason to think, 
leaving out the supernatural. 


The servant of Ehsha seemed to 


think that the case was hopeless But 
how grand the confidence of the4 
prophet, "Fear not, for they that be 
With us are more than they that be 
with them" (verse 16). How like 
Paul's "If God be for us who can be 
against us?" (Rom. viii, 31) or Da- 
vid's "Though an host should encamp 
against me, my heart shall not fear 
(Ps. xxvii, 3). 


How blessed and comforting1 the 


"fear nots" are from Gen xv, 1, 
all the way through this heavenly 
book' How simple and confident the 
prayer of Elisha, "Lord, I pray thee, 
open his eyes that he may see!" How 
swift the answer, and he beheld the 
mountain full of horses and chariots 
of fire round about Elisha (verse 17). 
"The chariots of God are 20,000, many 
thousands of angels" (Ps Ixvui, 17) 
John saw more than a hundred mil- 
lions of angels all worshiping the 
Lamb (Rev •<,, 11, 12) These are some

•when the bill is presented. 
Two 


young sailors had dinner one day In 
Pernambuco, and, to their horror, the 
bill was 6,000 rels. 


They nearly fainted and would have 


fled without attempting to settle; bnt; 
there being no chance of escape^ they 
clubbed together all the money they 
had, about $12, and humbly offered It 
to the proprietor. Instead ot having 
them thrown Into jail, he laughed and 
explained that their bill In American 
coin was $2.50. 


He furthermore explained that the 


basis of Brazilian currency is an Im- 
aginary coin called a rels, 1,000 of 
which make a milreis. 
Everything 


is counted in reis, and the figures have 
a very imposing sound—200 reis for a 
ride on a street car. 100 reis for hav- 
ing your boots blacked, a million reis 
for a house, and so on. It is a silly 
system, but the Brazilians seem to 
think it perfection.—Exchange.

Window Leaves. 
Six species of plants that possess 


window leaves have been discovered 
in South Africa. They are all stem- 
less succulents, and the egg shaped 
leaves are imbedded in the ground, 
only the apices remaining visible. 
The visible part of the leaves is flat 
or convex on the ^surface and color- 
less, so that the light can penetrate 
it and reach the Interior of the leaf 
below, which is green on the Inside. 
With the exception of the blunt apex 
no part of the leaf is permeable to the 
light, being surrounded by the soil ID 
which it is buried.

Surely w< 
are all prepared to deny that a God 
of Justice, Wisdom, Love and" Power 
foreordained and predestinated from 
before the foundation of the world 
that everybody but the "elect" should 
go to eternal torment! If we canno 
all agree as to what these terms 


turies. They'were the creeds of our j mean, we can unite in denying the 
fathers and mothers. They must not 
be handled ruthlessly, unkindly. But 
we must approach the subject with 
courage because it is a Christian 
duty. For long centuries God's peo- 
ple have been divided into sects and 
parties, separated by creedal fences. 
At one time they gloried in their dif- 
ferences and destroyed vone another 
in their zeal for what they believed 
to be the Truth. 


Now we see more clearly that none 


of our creeds are without flaw. Now
